We have in connection with our Southern Baptist Convention our 
iome Mission Board, in Atlanta, which takes in its care such great 
nes of work as may be beyond the ability of any one state to deal 
ith. ‘There are certain great missionary problems which overlap the 
tates and present conditions everywhere the same and everywhere 
f such: magnitude that only by consistent policy and the combination 
{ energies of all the states can they be successfully met. Most grati- 
ying are the results of our efforts along these lines. The Board last 
ear reported 37,724 baptisms, 22,945 of this number were creditable 
irectly to Home Missions and the rest to co-operative agencies. 
‘he work this year was planned on a basis $505,193.00. Mississippi is 
sked to raise $26,000.00 of this amount, each church being asked to 
o her part. 


General Association Missions. 


In the-development of Baptist Missions in Mississipi, two bodies 
vere organized to do mission work—the Baptist State Convention and 
he General Association. For many years these bodies did their mis- 
fon work separately, later in a co-operative way, and now thek, 
ave practically merged into one great force with one great object—

Report on B. Y. P. U. 
In 2 Tim. 2:15 the Lord commands us to prepare to do his work: 


' 
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“Study to show thyself approved unto God, a Workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the Word of Truth.” That is 
a call to Preparation and Service, and we should hasten to prepare 
ourselves and to equip our forces to do the Lord's work. The Baptist 
Young People’s Union is the training department of the church. The 
Sunday School may be the teaching and soul-saving &gency of the 
church, and is especially designed for that work. The B. Y. P. U. 
is the drill ground for young Christians where they may become ac- 
customed to work and skillful in the use of the Sword of the Spirit 
—the Word of Truth. It is impossible for a church to do its best 
‘work without trained members. In this day when our government is 
turning to preparation along all lines and the conservation of all re- 
sources, is it not time for the church to begin to train and conserve 
the power of its young Christian forces? Not in a limited way but 
in a full measure that we may meet the needs that come in this 
unparalleled time for Christian service. 

At this time we call your attention to the lack of interest in 
and the needs of the B. Y. P. U. rather than recount at length the 
work of the past twelve months. . 

In the Jones County Association we have thirty-three churches. 
Sixteen of these churches have’ Senior Unions; five of this sixteen 
have both the Senior and Junior Unions. ‘The percentage of Unions 
reporting A-1 is very small, only five having been reported. The 
A-1 Standard is not too high but the failure of most of the Unions 
to attain A-l may be attributed to a lack of leadership and effective 
work in organization. The preachers and pastors of this association 
need to appreciate more fully the place of the Union in the church 
and what it must mean to them as pastors to bring the ,work to the 
front. At the same time we appdal to the leaders and teachers in our 
public schools to not fail in. giving their talent and Christian scer- 
vice to the work of the B. Y. P. U. 


The City Union of Laurel, comprised of all the local Unions in 
the city, together with the Pinegrove Union have done effective work 
through the entire year. These Unions have pushed the work in 
the county and have organized several new Unions and aided some 
in the work in others of: the rural churches. Two institutes were 
held in Laurel during the year, both were largely attended, and a 
great number of certificates awarded those who completed the course 
of study taken. “ 


The Laurel City Union has been doing exceptionally good work 
this year. This Union had a large representation at the State Con- 
vention at Pontotoc, and Jones county reported more A-1 Unions at 
the South Minstestggt Assembly at Hattiesburg than any other county 
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The city of Laurel is ready to aid. any and all B. Y. P. U. work 
the county, furnishing leaders, literature and sometimes a pastor 
ra service. The B. Y. P. U. is a great place to discover talent, 
d we hope that the churches of this association shall begin to. 
ad the reserve forces in the young Christians and lead them into 
large and useful field of work. 

In conclusion we earnestly urge all churches, pastors and lay- 
en to seek to educate and encourage the young Christians along -

- Report on the Orphanage. 


The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage, (our home for homeless chil- 
n,) located at Jackson, Mississippi, has been in successful operation 
20 years. The purpose of the home is to provide food, clothing, 
‘Iter and training for the unfoftunate orphan children who have 
ther parents or other relatives to care for them. 

We believe Orphanage work to be clearly the work of Christ; 
1 our home at Jackson, certainly has had the stamp df His ap- 
»val as the following statistics will show. We learn from the 
ustee’s report to the Convention, that since ‘the founding of our 
titution twenty years ago, about 800 children have been cared 
. for a longer or shorter time. The majority of them have been 
urned to the mother or some relative who got in a position to, 
re for them. Ninety-one have been adopted into good Christian 
nes and are having equal chances with other children throughout 
» country. A goodly number of them, however, have grown - up 
our home and have passed out to take their place in the world. 
cty have married and have homes and families of their own, 
t one of whom so far as we know is raising up a family to be de- 
ndent and a care of public charity. Many of our children: have 
sceeded well and’ have good prospects for a brilliant success in 
» Six have taken nurses’ training and are succeeding well, eight 
ve taught and so far as we have been able to find out have given 
‘isfaction in their profession. One is a railroad conductor, one is 
nager of the Western Union Telegraph station at Natchez, Mis- 
sippi. Seven have entered the United States Military service and 
e has crossed the water and is now fighting in the French army. 
« have taken business courses and some are now serving in import- 
t offices. One is studying for the ministry and one has volun- 





ey 
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teered for Foreign Field Service. 

Through ‘he kindness and liberality of interested friends, 24 have 
had the opportunity of college training and six are now in college 
One of our boys holds a diploma from the Mississippi A. & M. Coi- 
lege and also from the University of Ohio.

Four of our boys are working their way 
through school, one of them having sent his sister to Blue Mountain 
for four years. Many others are working on farms, at mills. in 
machine shops, aud other callings and making a comfortable living 
for themselves. Some we have lost sight of entirely but when last 
heard of were on the right line and gave promise of developing into 
useful men and women. 


We commend our Orphanage to the cordial support of all our 
. people and would recommend that the Sunday Schools of our Associa. 
tion adopt the pian of giving monthly to the Orphanage and tha. 
all our churches take a special thank offering dyring the moath of 
Noveuiber. In addition to the money contributions, let our churches. 
Sunday Schools and W. M. U.’s send supplies of food, clothing, taking 
advantage, whenever possible of the free cars that run during the 
latter part of November, and early part of December, which will carry 
all donations free 4f charge to the Orphatiage. Send corn, peas. 
canned goods, cured meats, sugar, rice, oatmeal, molasses, lard. ang 
all kinds of clothing (good second hand clothing 4acceptable) sheets 
pillow cases,|soap, shoes, towels, pins, needles, pencils, tablets, elasc.: 
buttons, etc. Anything that can be used in the support of the ordinarv 
jalily can be used at the Orphanage.

We, the Church of Jesus Christ, who have been regularly bap- 
tized upon a profession of faith, being convinced of the necessity 
and utility of a combination of churches: of the same faith and 


order, de agree to unite and form ourselves into an association, 
Therefore. 


Article 1. The name of this Association shall be the Jones 
County Baptist Association. 


Article 2. The officers of this association shall be a Moderator, 
a Clerk and a Treasurer. They shall be elected annually by ballot and 
hold their offices until their Successors are elected, but no person 
shall hold the office of moderator for a.s 
years. : 


Article 3. The obect of this association shall be the promotion 
of the Redeemer's Kingdom by the concentration of Christian labor, 


incullation of Bible truth, and the cultivation of friendly inter- 
course and brotherly love among the churches. =

Article 4. Members of the association shall be composed of dele- 
gates, who shall produce evidence of their appointment by the churches 
which they propose to represent, before being entitled to seats. 

Each church belonging to the Association shall be en- 
titled to two delegates until its members shall exceed fifty, and one 
additional delegate for each additional fifty or fraction part there-
